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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: the 
combination of elements as claimed is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented by McKinley. McKinley discloses a pump 
comprising a supplementary torque providing part of a connecting rod including first and 
second elastic members (24a or 24b) that bend during compression and re-expansion, 
adjacent each other. The difference comprises that the second elastic member is fitted 
inside the first elastic member.
